'*^ince  1929  the  peoples  of  every  part  of  the -world  have  experienced 
economic  distress  and  suffering  without  a  parallel  in  peace  time.  I  need  not 
here  under-ake  an  analysis  of  the  vastly  confused  and  dislocated  buslne^is 
general  economic  conditions  which  have  prevailed  during  the  past  four  years 
on  each  of  the  five  continents.  Most  all  countries  have  been  invoking  every 
oonoelvable  domestic  policy,  method  and  device  in  desperate  efforts. to  extrioati 
themselves  from  well-nigh  unbearable  depression  conditions. 

•  The  field  of  International -trade,*  however,  upon  the  existence  of 
which  the  economic  lives  of  scores  of  nations  depend,  and  the  economic  well¬ 
being  of  all  nations  in  iiii>ortant  measure  depend,  is  hopelessly  clogged  and 
)bstx'taeied  by  prohibitions,  embargoes,  quotas,  restrictions,  and  numerous  other 
eoonooie  and  ourroncy  ispediments.  The  processes  of  exchange  aiwl  distribution 
have  broken  down  and  adequate  relief  isperativoly  requires  the  restoratiMi  of 
confidence,  employment,  normal  commodity  prices,  and  noroml  trade,  both  interna] 
nnd  extern^. 
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According  to  reliable  estimates,  if  world  trade  had  gone  forward  with 
the  annual  ratio  of  ^In  existing  before  the  war,  the  nations  do’.*j.ng  the  inter- 
"enin^  veara  would  have  had  some  $275,000,000,000  mere  than  tlicy  have  actually 
enjoyeu.  And  according  to  the  so  estimates,  if  world  trade  hod  thus  pl-ogre^3ed 
there  would  be  today  an  annual  international  commerce  of  nea:^*  $50,000,000,000, 
instead  of  the  pitiable  figuvos  of  less  than  $12,000,000,000  for  1933 • 

International  trade  has  steadily  grown  less  each  year  since  1929. 

The  reduction  of  international  trade  in  the  amount  of  $/tO,000,000,000  means 
the  reduction  of  v/orld  production  by  $40,000,000,000,  and  this  means  a  reduc¬ 
tion  in  consun^tion  of  a  like  amount,  and  this  moans  correspondingly  lower 
standards  of  living.  ,

Uany  nations  devise  quotas,  tariff  rates,  exchange  restrictions,  and 
other  obstraetlone  with  special  rsicrenos  to  bargaining  poasibllities  or  re¬

There  are  in  the  world  todev  30,000,000  wage  earners  accustomed  to 
eiqployment  who  are  unemployed.  Near  80  percent  of  tho  ijorld's  population  of 
2,000,000,000  persons  are  today  living  below  the  poverty  line.  Some  onter- 
risli  g  n.  Mon  or  nations  will  and  mdst  produce  and  export  the  many  different 
^mmot.itles  necessary  to  supply  these  people  thus  in  need, 

UR.  HULL.  In  other  words.  Judge  Hill,  tho  iritematlonal  trade  of  the 
.nrld  is  in  a  hard  knot,  and  it  is  choked  dayn  to  a  small  amount.  At  the  same 
time  there  are  probably  25  nations  whoso  very  economic  lives,  as  I  said,  de¬ 
pend  upon  international  trade,  aid  this  1  <n  effort  to  Join  in  meeting  this 
crisis,  which  fundamentally  has  boot  growl. ^  worso  in  the  world  as  a  whole. 

While  there  are  some  fluctuations  upwards  in  prices  in  a  number  of 
other  countries,  duo  more  or  Iocs  to  artificial  stimulation,  fundamontally,  as 
I  say,  tho  economic  situation  is  not  improving  as  it  should.

'The  method  of  allocation  of  isport  quotas  varies  coiisldoral^  In^ 
different  countries,  but  most  frequently  the  total  importatJon  to  be 'pefmltted 
la  divided  Into  national  quotas,  the  amount  allocated  to  any  given  coui.try  for 
a  given  year  or  qu^ter  being  declared  to  be  detemlned  by  the  relative  Imports 
from  ttiat  country  during  earlier  unrestricted  years.

available  for  the  pmrehaao  of  iaports  from  the  fii-st  country,  the  difficuJty 
has  sometimes  been  resolved  by  an  arrangement  fer  tho  cloai'ing  of  cx'edits  be¬ 
tween  thr  two  countries.

Countries  using  exchange-control  systems  have  also  shown  a  tendency 
to  use  them  as  bargaining  weapons  by  making  tho  amount  of  exchange  allotments 
(and  hence  of  import  allotments)  conditional  upon  larger  import  quotas  for  tho 
products  of  the  countiy  in  question  cr  tho  release  of  "blocked  accounts"  duo 
its  oltlzons, 

4.  Exchange  clearing  and  compensation  agreements  .—Compensation 
agreements  and”ciearing  agreements  have  this  eleotent  in  common t  Both  seek  to 
temper  tho  fUU.  severity  of  exchange  controls  and  import  restrictions  by  bi¬ 
lateral  agreemonte,  pro'/idlng  for  increaaed  trade.  Compensation  agreei  ents 
somotimos  approach  direct  intematlonal  barter  as  in  the  agreement  of  Deoember 
22.  1932,  botK>3en  Hungary  and  Csechoslovakla,  by  which  29*000  Hungarian  pigs 
wero  to  be  exchanged  fbr  20,000  wagons  of  Czechoslovak  wood  fuel,  and 
1,500,000  crowns  worth  of  Hungarian  eggs  are  to  be  paid  for  by  facilities  ac¬ 
corded  \>o  Hungarian  tourists  in  Czechoslovak  terminal  atatlona.  Tho  wheat- 
coffee  agreement  between  Brazil  and  the  United  States  Grain  Stabilization 
Corporation  is  another  example  of  this  type  of  agreement. 

Exchange  cloarlng  agreemerita  differ  from  compensation  agreements  in 
not  apecifjrlng,  as  a  gonoral  rule,  the  exchange  of  particular  connodltlos,  but 
provide  for  tho  direct  balancing  of  eredlta  derived  from  tranaaetiona  between 
the  two  countries,  leaving  trade  to  be  regulated,  within  certain  limits,  by 
tho  ordinary  commorcial' channels.  Like  coopenaation  agreementa  the  Intent  of 
thee  3  agreements  is  to  loosen  restrictions  that  otherwise  might  apply  as  a  re¬ 
sult  of  exchange  controls  cr  import  restrictions. 

In  the  first  3  months  of  1933  clearing  agreements  were  concluded  by 
Swit$.orland  with  Rumania  and  Yugoslavia,  by  France  with  Bulgaria,  Yugoslavia 
and  :  'mgary,  by  Italy  with  Rumania  and  Sweden,  and  fay  Germany  with  Rumania. 

Supplementary  adminiatrativo  reatrictiona.— Tho  major  types  of  con¬ 
trols  over"lirportaiior.  cutUned  above  have  been  supplomentod  by  a  wide  variety 
of  adnlnlatrative  devices.  Among  these  "y  be  aontlonedt 

(a)  UlUlng  or  mixing  rogulations  which  stipulate  that,  in  the 
processes  of  fc’.brlcation,  certain  proportions  of  dooBStic  products  must  be  com¬ 
bined  with  the  Inportod  goods.  ?/here  loported  raw  materials  had  been  wholly 
or  chiefly  used  prior  to  those  regulations,  tho  effect,  of  course,  has  been  to 
restrict  the  use  of  those  natorlals  and  honco  the  quantities  Isported. 
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(b)  Excessive  requirements  as  to  marks  of  origin:  Requirements 
that  marks  of  orii^Ln  be  so  affixed  as  to  inform  the  purchaser  in  regard  to 
the  gQods  ho  buys  can  be  and  have  been  used  excessively  to  burden  inporta  from 
other  countries  iritiiout  changing  tariff  rates.  An  exti’ome  exanple  of  tl-cse 
requirements  is  the  order  of  an  ioq^ortant  commercial  country  that  indivi  lual 
cork  bottle  stoppers  bear  the  name  of  the  country  from  which  iEq>orted. 

With  the  exception  of  increases  in  tariff  duties  the  restrictive 
devices  outlined  above  have  come  into  general  uso  only  in  recent  years.  In 
large  part  they  represent,  administrative  controls  which  can  be  and  have  been 
easily  and  frequently  cha’iged,  usually  in  the  direction  of  greater  trade  re¬ 
striction.  Furtheimore  the  now  quantitative  restrictions,  s’xch  as  quota 
systoas,  directly  limit  the  inports  of  particular  coimodities.  From  that  type 
of  limitation  there  is  no  escape,  even  in  part,  by  way  of  piice  adjustments, 
as  is  possible  in  the  case  of  change'^  tariff  duties— the  trade  simply  stops 
when  the  quota  limit  is  reached.  When  juch  restrictions  become  drastic  and 
.vides^  read  the  inevitable  result  ii  i  Jharp  reduction  in  the  quantity  of  trade 
:  id  thj  pi  ing  up  of  commodity  .c'ks  despite  the  extremely  low  pricea  upon 
V. lich  the  raw  material  oxpor^Lig  countries  are  forced  to  rely  in  trade. 

iSi.  HULL.  There  are  a  nunhor  of  methods  we  know  of  that  are  intended 
obsti'UCt  the  process  of  interna tiaial  finance  and  trade,  the  pujrpose  being 
to  shut  out  any  sort  of  international  trade  on  the  theoiiy  that  it  was  not 
necessary  or  helpIUl  or  beneficial  in  an;r  way  except  as  to  such  scattering 
comnodities  as  a  country  could  not  possibly  produce  and  which  it  could  not 
possibly  do  vdthout. 

That  is  the  policy  of  extending  obstructions  and  iopodiments  and 
barriers,  or  whatever'  similar  name  you  night  call  them  by,  of  oxpaixling  them 
oo  every  ioport  that  might  be  brought  into  a  country.  *  ,
